Duty Must Be Paid 
On Christmas Gifts 


The public have been under 
the impression that at Christ- 
mas the customs officials allow 
all parcels through duty free, 
but this is not so. In an inter- 
view the officials made it plain 
that duty will be charged on all 
parcels, of the gift nature or not. 

However, as a result of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier’s act of 1907, 
small parcels whose duty does 
not exceed $1.00 will pass duty 
free. According to the men at 
the customs office a great deal 
of discretion is used in handlipg 
parcels, If the family is large 
and the goods amount to not 
more than $20,000, no duty is 
charged, but if the family 1s 
small, duty is levied on a simi- 
lar amount of goods. 

Peonle who have been under 
the impression that Christmas 
goods are duty free have had the 
happy faculty of importing 
large bulks of goods around 
Christmas time in an effort to 
evade the customs charges.

Province Does Big 
Homestead Business 


During Last Month 
During’ November a total of 
785 land registrations were made 
at the five land offices of Al- 
berta, according to an announce- 
ment made on Monday by Hon 
R. G. Reid, minister of lands and 
mines. 

Of these 618 were first home- 
stead filings, 111 second home- 
stead filings and 29 soldier 
grants, 

Of the five agencies Edmonton 
topped the list with 479 entries, 
of which 397 were first home- 
steads, 70 second homesteads and 
12 soldier grants. ' 

Calgary had a total df 21 en- 
tries, 15 of which were home- 
steads and six second home- 
steads, Lethbridge had a total 
of four, one being a first and 
three seconds, 

Grande Prairie had 77 first en- 
tries and 18 seconds with seven 
soldier grants while Peace River 
had a total of 152 entries divided 
into 128 homesteads, 14 second 
entries and 10 soldier grants, 

The Minister expressed his sat- 
fsfaction at the high number 
recorded in what is usually a 
quiet period of the year ana 
thought it significant in that 
settlers continued to flock to this 
province in spite of apparent de- 
pression. He considered the

Oil Production For 
October Shows Big 
Increase In Alta. 


Alberta oil production during 
October totalled 159,860 barrels, 
according to a statement made 
on Monday by Hon. R. G. Reid, 
minister of lands and mines. 
This is a large increase over the 
production of October, 1929 
when the total reached 103,535 
barrels and is almost as great as 
the total production for 1925 
when the figure for the year 
reached 168,643 barrels, 

The October production was 
the heaviest month ever re- 
corded in the province, Septem- 
ber last was the second highest 
when the total was 129,007. 

Speaking of the results, the 
Minister said that production 
increase was largely atttribut- 
able to the Turner Valley, as 
other fields had given a slightly 
smaller yield than the previous 
month, 

The production was divided as 
follows; naphtha 150,040 bar- 
rels; light crude 9100; heavy 
crude 720, 

October, 1929 production was

Alberta wells during August produced 
125,725 barrels of oil. That was an in- 
crease of 25,000 barrels over the figure 
for August, 1929. 

The curious fact is that popular inter- 
est in oil production has been pong down 
as fast as actual oil production figures 
have been going up. Comparison of the 
quotations for oil stocks suggests that un- 
less Alberta investors were altogether in- 
sane a year ago they are passing up just 
now the greatest opportunity that is like- 
ly to come in the course of their lifetime. 

The important point, of course, is that 
production is going up, not that quotations 
for stocks have gone down. The estab- 
lished companies are carrying on, despite 
the prevailing depression, and during the 
summer several producing wells have been 
brought in, located in widely separated 
fields. Barring the discovery of some new 
source of power, the future of Alberta as 
a great oil producing area is beyond ques- 
tion, 


A GOOD CHOICE.

It can safely be assumed that under 
his direction the investigation will be 
prosecuted without delay, “fuss” or par- 
tiality, and that when it is ended the city 
council will be told what—if anything—is 
the matter with the police force, and 
what ought to be done to place the de- 
partment upon a thoroughly effective 
footing. 


THE NEW SALESMAN 


The selection of a new manager for 
the selling agency of the wheat pools is 
a matter of interest and of practical 
importance far beyond the ranks of those 
organizations, No western business enter- 
prise, and no enterprise which does busi- 
ness in these provinces, is outside the 
influence of the operations of the organ- 
ization which handles, sells, or with-holds 
from sale, half the wheat that is grown 
on the prairies. 

It may be that the continued existence 
of the pools will depend upon the success- 
ful marketing of the enormous amount 
of wheat they have undertaken to sell on 
behalf of the growers. And in the exist- 
i.g circumstances every merchant and 
businessman in the three provinces, and 
every outside firm with branch establish- 
ments or investments in these provinces, 
will benefit or suffer according as the 
grower does or does not get the Tast cent 
that can be secured for his wheat in face 
of the world surplus and depressed prices. 

It is conceded everywhere that the 
selection of Mr. J. I. McFarland was a 
happy one, and that he is as well qualified 
as any man available to extricate the 
pools from their unquestionably serious 
position and to secure for the growers 
concerned the best prices possible in the 
conditions. Everyone who has a stake 
in the west, and who understands the

VICTORIA AND EDMONTON 


Edmonton readers will be interested in 
the following paragraph which appeared 
some time ago in the Victoria, B. C,, 
Times: 

“In ‘wae reply to the delegation which waited upon 
the government yesterday afternoon, with a request 
for a grant to help to defray the cost of beautifying 
Victoria, Premier Tolmie said it was a matter of 
provincial pride that the capital should present an 
attractive appearance. The Premier also intimated 


that he did not wish the delievates to assume that the 
customary promise of cabinet consideration meant 
that the matter would be shelved; on the contrary, he 
pesnesed at once to discuss the subject with his col- 
agues and look seriously into it from all angles 


The delegation from the Victoria coun- 
cll asked that the Government: make a 
grant of $25,000 per year toward the cont 


of carrying through a specific scheme of 
city beautification. They supported the 
claim by pointing out that this sum is $60,- 
000 less than the amount the city would 
derive every year from taxation imposed 
upon the property that is held in the city 
by the province tax free. From the tenor 
of this editorial, the Government is in- 
clined to admit the claim and make the 


grant. 

Edmonton is also a provincial capital. 
An effort at civic improvement is also un- 
der way here, where beautification is need- 
ed a good deal more than it is in Victoria. 
The amount of property held by the Al- 
berta Government in Edmonton is far 
greater than that held by the British Col- 
umbia provincial administration in Vic- 
toria, and the loss sustained by the city 
through the exemption of provincial pro- 
perty from taxation is correspondingly 
greater. And, it may be added, the. fi- 
nances of Alberta are in much better con- 
dition to stand a grant toward the cost of 
beautifying the provincial capital than 
are the finances of British Columbia. 

Edmonton has not thus far made any 
very serious effort to get the Provincial 
Government to take a hand in the beauti- 
fication of the Alberta capital. The favor- 
able reception that was given by the Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia to the appli- 
cation from Victoria gives ground for hope 
that the Alberta ministers would show a 
like sympathetic attitude towards a 
similar request from Edmonton. In any 
event it would be quite in order to give 
them the opportunity, and a formal invita- 
tion, to make a financial demonstration of 
their interest in the town-planning move- 
ment which they inaugurated a year or 80 


ago.

ICE CREAM IS A GOOD FUEL FOOD 

You may think it odd that I recommend ice 
cream as good food to use in winter. As a 
matter of fact, ice cream is as valuable to use 
in winter for its high caloric value as it is in 
summer for its refreshing quality. A dish 
of ice cream may make you feel a little cool- 
er temporarily, but it will make you better 
able to resist the cold for several hours after 
it is digested. 

The formulas used by the different manu- 
turers vary slightly, but most of them contain 
the following ingredients: 


one per cent edible gelatin, and the remain- 
der consists of whole milk with its proteins, 
milk solids, and flavoring. You can see by 
this that ice cream contains more than twice 
as much milk fat as the best grade of certified 
milk. For this reason, ice cream is very rich 


in vitamin A, which is 50 essential lo the pro- | 


per growth of children, The large amount 
of milk solids furnishes an éxcellent kind of 
protein and a large amount of lime and 
other organic minerals, 

Ice cream contains a large amount of cai- 
clum. A half pint of ice cream has been esti- 
mated to contain as much lime as a half 
poene of butter, or four pounds of meat, or 

hree and a half pounds of potatoes. Many 
foods are deficient in calcium, but ice cream 
furnishes a large supply of this valuable min- 
oe which is essent’ lal to bone and cell struc- 

ure, 

Ice cream is thought to have originated in 
Italy about 1600 A.D. In its origina! form it 
consisted of various frozen punches, wine, 
custards, ete., the term “cream” being used 
for anything of a soft, thick texture. 

According to present usage, ice cream 
must contain a certain amount of pure fat, 
and the frozen custards or ices may not be 
called ice cream. At one time corn starch was 
extensively used to thicken ice cream, but 
this practice has fallen into disuse since gela- 
tin has been found to give a smoother texture, 
a better flavor, and a more wholesome food 
product. 

When ice cream is used with a regular 
meal it is wise to serve only small portions, 
because of its high food value, but I would 
suggest that you use ice cream as the prin- 
cipal part of a meal, in which case it is all 
right to use as much as a half pint at a time, 
using with it any one kind of the acid fruits, 
such as cherries, peaches, oranges or berries, 
or, in place of the fruit, use whatever is de- 
sired of the cooked and raw non-starchy veg- 
etables. With this meal, It is better to leave 
out meat, potatoes, bread and other heavy 
foods, as they are not needed with such a 
highly nutritious food as ice cream.

LARGEST FOX 
SHIPMENT YET 
ARRIVES HERE 


Consigned to Belmont Fur 
Farms, is Worth at 
Least $100,000 


Making up the largest silver 
fox shipment ever to leave Prince 
Edward Island for the West, and 
valued at upwards of $100,000, a 
shipment of 152 specially selected 
silver foxes chosen for breeding 
purposes, arrived in Edmonton 
over the Canadian National to- 
day. The foxes are consigned to 
George McIntyre, of the Belmont 
Fur Farms Ltd. at North Edmon- 
ton and arrangements for their 
housing in one of the latest and 
most up-to-date fur farms on 
the American continent have al- 
ready been made. - r 

A number of goats are also be- 
ing shipped to Edmonton on the 
Reynard Special which is the de- 
signation of the train bearing 
the aristocrats of the fox world 
The goats, of a special breed, are 
also to form the nucleus of a 
breeding herd here. 

Several of the foxes coming to 
Edmonton have been prize win- 
ners at the recent Royal Fair at 
Toronto, and in addition to this 
shipment Mr. McIntyre has sent 
a number of foxes to Saskatoon 
to compete there at the Western 
Canada show. Eighty-two ani- 
mals are in the shipment to Sas- 
katoon. 

All the animals are being ship- 
ped under the control of the 
Canadian National Express, with 
special attendants on board the 
trains. The foxes coming to Al- 
berta are the pick of the Eastern 
Canadian fox ranches, many of 
them champions and the sons 
and daughters of champions. 
They will bring to Alberta some 
of the best silver foxes on the 
American continent and will de- 
finitely place Edmonton in the 
ront ranks of the fox breeding 
industry. When the new arrivals 
are housed at the Belmont Fur 
Farm there will be nearly three 
hundred foxes there, in addition 
to over 100 mink and a number 
of fishers and marten.

MAN, F. GOODE, 
DIES MONDAY 


Was Resident of This City 
for 48 Years—Is Well

Resident of Edmonton for the 
— 48 years, and one of the best 
nown among the pioneers and 
old timers of Northern Alberta, 
Frank E. Goode, well known 
hotelman, died in the General 
hospital this morning. He had 
been taken to hospital on Sun-

Whole of West Suffered 
From Frigid Week- 
End 


| While Eastern Canada suffer- 
led severe winter weather, and 
recorded temperatures which 
fell several degrees below the 
zero mark, Edmonton was for- 
tunate in having moderate tem- 
peratures accompany the heavy 
snowfall, which at 9 a.m. Mon- 
day totalled 5% inches. The low- 
est temperature recorded over 
the week-end here was 4. A bit- 
ter northeast wind, which later 
switched to the southeast, gave 
Edmontonians the impression 
that raturés “were far 1l6w- 
er than they actually were. 
Monday dawned with a en 
blanket of snow over the district, 
and a cold south wind, and a 
temperature of 10 above.

recipients of your favour, you will be conferring great happiness on some 
fellow “--°dian who is now out of work!

RULES FOR GAIN NOT AP- 
PL'CABLE TO UNUSUAL BABY 

Some of the well-known and 
glibly repeated “rules” about 
children often lead to misunder- 
standing. The supposed rule that 
a baby doubles his birth weight 
at five months and triples it at 
one year is really applicable only 
to the average baby who weighs 
about seven pounds at birth 
Thus the “rule” applies with 
these babies who make the nor- 
mal weekly gain, but it does not 
apply to babies who weigh much 
above or below seven pounds at 
birth 

Regardless of his birth weight 
there is no reason to expect that 
te baby will make much more 
than the average weekly gain 
His average gain will be from 
seven to eight pounds the firs: 
five months. In the case of the 
seven pound baby this brings 
him to fourteen pounds or twice 
his birth weight.
